I have, bur, 
one objection lo ibem — ihey are entirely 
iwu uumercus, A plank fence built by 
tho government, suppose -eight feet iu 
height and two huogred yards in length, 
was so closely covered by mosquitoes, ibat 
au inch block could uot be placed on it 
without covering some space occupied by 
these insects. Tbey are called hy the in- 
habitants blind musquilocs, though, in. 
lact. they are not blind; for ns you pass 
by a bjsb or bunch of weeds, fboth of 
which ul ibis place was positively loaded 
with these insects) ihey rise up in, nud if 
possible meet you right in the face, hun- 
dreds striking you at a lime. They are 
larger lhau Georgia muscfuiioes, rather 
over the size of what is called the gallin- 
ipper. They have bills much resembling 
the common mosquito, and when ihey 
lly in your face, make a noise exactly like 
the musquito— yet these uever bite. Tbe 
advantage of ibis kind of musquito, over 
the Georgia musquitor is, that they aro 
much larger ; aud in point of wisdom] 
ihey aro at (cost a century ahead of the. 
Georgia musquiiu — for ihey have learned 
to live without biting their neighbors.
